Navy Discovers New 
Radio Relay System 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Navy 
has found a way to send low- 
powered radio signals over long 
distances, opening up the possibil¬ 
ity of a new type of worldwide 
communication system. 

The system involves pumping 
the signals through electrically 
charged ducts in the sky, like hot 
air moving through furnace ducts. 


The Navy, in announcing Iha 
breakthrough, said it had suctess^ 
fully transmitted radio signals 
2,600 miles from Califomia using 
a 100-watt transmitter. It gave off 
signals which normally would 
have a range of 575 miles; 

But the ducts still are somewhat 
of a mystery. The Navy said iti 
knowledge of th6 atmosphere 
nomenon is limited.

He 
was traveling north on 16th Street 
ind said the light was moving 
northeast. 

JOYCE Hungerford of Cactus 
said the object was white with e 
bluish tint and showed about a 
second before exploding. Joyce, 
1.4, is an eighth grade student in¬ 
terested in astronomy. 

A report of a second burning 
object came from Cullen Moore, 
an engineer at Motorola. He said 
at p.m. he iwight*^ blue 
ODject about 20 degrees wesi while 
he was driving along Indian 
School Road. He said the light 
seemed to be speeding straight 
dowp. 

A giant ball of fire, apparently 
the same object as was seen in the 
Phoenix area, flashed across the 
horizon at dusk last night anc 
lighted up much of Califomia, 
alarming thousands of residents. 

Reports of sightings came" from 
San Diego .on thi Mexican border, 
where Coast Guard planes were 
^dispatched to investigate the 
mysterious fireMl, to Marin 
County north of oan Francisco. 

Meteorologists at Las Vegas, 
Nev., also sighted it. 

COASTAL points re^rted the 
object continued its flight out to 
sea. 


“We assume it was a meteor 
breaking up,” said a spokesman at 
the Civil Aeronautics Traffld Con¬ 
trol Center in Los Angeles. “But it 
looked like, a satellite re-entering 
the earth’s atmosphere.” 

AIR FORCE Maj. Irv Neuwirth, 
a member of the ballistic missile 
division, said he saw the tail end 
of the fireball as he drove into His 
driveway. 

“It just looked like a meteor to 
me, maybe one that was breaking 
up. But it was bright, brighter 
than anything I’ve seen.”

Those who hold otherwise, 
he said,' “have ignored the real¬ 
ities of the hmar and planetary 
envinHunents” and known biolog¬ 
ical facts. 

'He spoke <4 life only as we 
earthlings understand the term. 
Perhaps there could be life rad¬ 
ically different from the life we 
know, he said,^. for anything is 
'possible.until it has been proved 
impossible. 

BUT AS- we khow it is 

subject to many limitations,” he 
said. It can neither reproduce 
nor sustain itself at temperatures 
only a little below freezing, and 
only a W organisms can mul¬ 
tiply when the heat approachci 
212 degrees F.

A METAZOAN is an animal 
with many cells which are dif¬ 
ferentiated into tissues and 
organs. 

“All these experiments have 
failed,” Abelson said, “and Ae 
results indicate that the familmr 
terrestrial biochemical plan of 
life is intrinsically incapable of 
producing a metazoan that can 
survive indefinitely in the absence 
oxygen.”

LONDON (AP) — A spokesman 
for the British Flying Saucer So¬ 
ciety said today that before the 
Soviets—or anyone • else—try to 
put a man on a planet they’d bet¬ 
ter get the planet’s permission. 

“We’ve been informed by the 
cosmic masters,” said William 
Mayhew in an interview, “that 
earth men will not be allowed to 
land on other planets.” 

Mayhew. a lawyer, and 700 oth¬ 
er members of the society have 
been attending Britain’s first Na¬ 
tional Flying Saucer convention. 

During their two-day session in 
London they said they established 
COTitact with a spokesman on 
Mars through one of their offi¬ 
cials, George King. 

King went ln1;o a yogi trance 
and said a Martian spoke through 
him. He recorded the message 
purportedly from Mars. The mes¬ 
sage apparently directed at the 
leaders of East and West—was 

broadcast through me convention 
hall. 

The delegates listened in re¬ 
spectful silence as the “master 
on Mars” said: “Unless much 
ground is given by both sides 
alike-” 

Here the spokesman was inter¬ 
rupted by what sounded like a 
very earthy cough. Delegates 
were unable to say If the cough 
was King’s or the Martian’s. 

“If you go on as you are at the 
moment,” the voice went on, 
“fostering suspicion, arguing and 
boasting about your latest weap¬ 
ons, then a conflict will most sure¬ 
ly come.”
